At the end of October ,;eet German FOJ headquarter® in t uesseldorf 
transmitted to the iaender of Western Germany s "rorking Flan 1 * ehich 
e<nr«rs th® activities of the organisation for the entire period from 
November 1950 to May 1951* the tin® of th® Fi»J»s constitution, the 
FDJ Parliament, it® highest represeniut ive asaeebl;. , noraally convor.es 
vttgpj two year®. Th® last Parliament met in Leipzig at hit sunt id® 1949 
end elected th® present Central Council (the Central Council directs 
the Affairs of the FDJ in th® period between parJJUuaaatis)? the next, 
th® organization* s Fourth Parliament, is scheduled for Whitsuntide 1951. 

The FDJ leadership has evidently decided that this Parliament is 
to give a focus for the organisation »s activities during the coming 
months, as for axaspl® the P-eutschlandtraffen ms the focal point for 
the organisation of all activities during the early maths f this 
year «ad the abortive "Rally of the 100,000' schedule fear October 1 
we$ p lanne d as the climax of activities in Western Germany 'hiring 
the June Septsmb^r period. Tue ?.or Icing Plan is therefore subtitled 
"Aufgebot sum 4, Parlaaent”, "calT* or "summons" to the "Fourth 
Parliament", or mere freely translated, "plan for the campaign in 
preparation for the Fourth Parliament", The document has bean trans- 
lated and is appended in its entirety to this brief introduction, 
since it contains valuable and specific information on th® plans 
of the FDJ for th® coming months, the plan me reportedly worked 
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out at a recent meeting of the Central Bureau of the FDJ of ,?eatam 
Germany la Ducssaldorf, probably the conference resorted la the K r, !)*a 
SoalaUaUocho VeUcage i%mm on November 9, 1950. Thie conference mi 
again attended by Heins UPPMARN of the FDJ Central Cornell in Berlin 
«l» undoubtedly sees that the work of the Seat Canaan FDJ develops 
strictly along the lines laid dean by the 3ovsone FDJ leadership. 

The document indicates that the Ft; J will devote its 'articular 
attention in the coming months to (1) & r.aefearahip drive and to 
strengthening ; the organization ideological Xy and structurally (specific 
instructions are given for training courses and for reviewing the work 
©f the various organizational levels } ? (2) building up FDJ anti ’P-eaec 
Fighter’' strength in industrial enterprises (this is treated with «t- 
ceptional detail); and (3) building up' the junior branch of ike FDJ, the 
Young Pioneers (the aim: A Pioneer group in every locality whore the 
FDJ is organised) . It is also noteworthy that the effort tc est ab li s h 
"action unity" with other youth elements is to be directed chiefly at the 
Falken, trade-union youth, and avangelieal youth. The plan s m*m i© con- 
firm Information from other sources (see K & A Ho. 26, dated Itevembar 10, 
19J0) that the FDJ, chastened by the effective action of feat German 
authorities in connection with its planned denonstrat Ions on October 1, 1st 
act considering any violent action in the immediate future but is rather 
locking toward a period of consolidation which will give it an opportunity 
to recover and regroup and t© achieve its recruiting aim, to become the 
"organisation of the 100,000".
